business. No industry can long survive con- 
ditions where the outlay exceeds the in- 


come and, where such conditions exist, it 


becomes the bread-and-butter concern of ev- 
eryone dependent on that industry te join 
hands in correcting them. 

Therein lies exactly the difference be- 
tween the program of the Academy of Mo- 
tion Picture Arts and Sciences and that of 
the actors’ union. The former is an organ- 
ization composed exclusively of representa- 
tives of the various elements of the film 
industry—players, directors, writers, pro- 
ducers, etc. It is an inside organization 
with exact, intimate, first-hand knowledge 
of the problems to be solved, of the con- 
flicting interests to be reconciled in their 
solution and of what can and cannot De 
done for the maximum good of everyone in- 
volved. 

The actors’ union, on the other hand, pro- 
poses as its first move to hamstring the in- 
dustry by the imposition and enforcement 
of a set of conditions formulated by union 
agents with no knowledge of the peculiar 
problems of the picture business. Osten- 
sibly favorable to the players, their one- 
sided, nonco-operative program would: ulti- 
mately work out to the greatest possible 
disadvantage of the players. It is one which 
does not take into consideration the pro- 
ducers’ side of the problem at all. Its con- 
ditions would so hamper and restrict pro- 
duction as to reduce the industry in gen- 
eral to a point where employment would 
be greatly curtailed and present high sala- 
ries would be impossible of continuance.

The Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 

Sciences proposes to solve the problems on 
a basis of mutual co-operation of all inter- 
ests involved and with balanced justice and 
advantages to each, so that all may pros 
per with the continued prosperity of the 
industry as a whole.

It is the concrete 
expression of one of the important quaii- 
ties of good citizenship—the willingness 
and ability to see both sides of a question 
and to arbitrate them to the maximum ben- 
efit of both: It is a recognition of the right 
of the worker to work and the producer to 
produce in harmonious co-operation, with- 
out outside dictation and with neither side 
seeking an unfair advantage at the other's 
expense. It is the spirit of fairness. of the 
American Plan, of the open shop. , 
And it is the spirit of Los Angeles, of 
which these keenly intelligent men and 
women of the films are useful and valued 
citizens, recognizing that their interests 
and the city’s are mutual and identical. It 
is the embodiment of the principle of in- 
dustrial liberty upon which Los Angeles 
has grown great and upon which her future 
welfare and that of her citizens depends. 


XIT BUZZELL 

The retirement of J. W. Buzzell, anion- 
labor leader and City Council lobbyist, at 
the end of his term was forecast about the 
City Hall even before the June election, and 
the Mayor's failure to reappoint him, there- 
fore, occasions small surprise. It is unlike- 
ly that the present Council would have con- 
firmed Buzzell, if his reappointment had 
been offered, so by his action the Mayor 
has merely saved himself a probable rebuff. 
The retirement is a welcome one, for Bus- 
zell’s program for the unionization of all 
city employees was becoming more than a 
nuisance: it constituted a real menace to 
the prosperity of Los Angeles, which, all 
thinking people agree, has been built up on 
the principle of the freedom of labor.

The 
voters having repudiated Buzzell and his 
friends, the Mayor decides he is a Jonah 
and drops him overboard. : 

Too much hope for the future eannot be 
argued from Buzzell’s replacement. Buz- 
zell may be dead politically, but Buzzellism 
is not dead. Probably it has merely been 
driven under cover for the time being, and 
Los Angeles will have to be vigilant to pre- 
vent its reappearance. The heart ‘of the 
evil is the making of appofhtments for po- 
litical reasons instead of merit and fitness, 
and there are no indications that purely 
political appointments have been discon- 
tinued. About the only significance the 
change has that it indicates Kent Parrot 
has concluded he made a bad guess con- 
cerning the political potency of union labor 
and that a new alignment is necessary. 

The replacement does not constitute a 
rebuke for Buzzell at the hands of the May- 
or. The rebuke was administered by the 
voters in May and June, and the Mayor's 
action is merely an admission of a patent 
fact. 

EFLATION IN ITALY | 
Much has been said and written about 

the rise of the franc, but its effect upon 
economic conditions in France has been no 
greater, and probably not as great, as that 
of the rise of the lira upon Italy. The no- 
table increase in the value of the lira has 
been the all-engrossing event in Italy dur- 
ing the last two months. It marks the be 
ginning of such a period of economic sta- 
bility as that country has not known since 
the war, and every effort is being made by 
the Fascisti to maintain and insure it. 

Deflation of the currency of Italy is not 


being effected without a mighty effort. Mus- 


solini has forced reductions in wages and 
in prices at the same time, though his at- 
tack on wages was the more drastic of the 
two. He decreed the decrease of the com- 
pensation of civil, military and railroad of- 
ficials and minor employees of the govern- 


ment and even went so far as to order a 


cut in the stipends of the clergy. 

Following this order there have been dur 
ing the last month “voluntary reductions” 
in the fees charged by physicians, lawyers 
and men of other professions as well as by 
all public utility concerns in the larger 
cities. The National Federation of Land- 
lords was ordered by Mussolini to put new 
rental rates in effect on June 1, to be based 
on the principle that a fair rental should 
average four times the prewar rate. Noth- 
ing illustrates the extent to which inflation 
had gone in Italy so well as the rentals 
charged by landlords up to that time. In 
this country landlords are not charging any- 
thing like four times the prewar rentals. 
Yet in Italy this is considered a great step 
toward the stabilization of the lira, recently 
quoted at 5.5 cents, though its value was 
more than three times that amount before 
the war. 

Finance Minister Volpi has announced 
that the lira is to be stabilized at present 
levels until autumn, when the question of 
its value will be taken up again. He also 
says that no large loans from the United 
States or other countries to Italian indus- 
tries or municipalities will be contracted 
after those now being arranged. It was the 
wide extension of Italy's credit, as much as 
anything, that caused the inflation of its 
currency. 

Even the poor peasants have joined in 
the movement, and farm hands will accept 
10 per cent less wages for the coming year 
in the hope that this action, by “indirectly 
contributing to the lower cost of living, will 
aid the government in its fight to revalue 
the lira.” 

These facts not only tend to show the 
dominance of Mussolini, but the sacrificial 
spirit and the pride of the old Roman blood.

His only 
reward, so far as is generally known, was 
the curious gase of idlers who paused in 
the street below to watch him. Newspa- 
per reporters recognized his originality and 
daring with a few words, which the gentle- 
men of the copy desk reduced to consider- 
ably fewer.
